HE FOUND THE NAN.

In my early days I was a reporter om
The Clarion Call. Only a dislike to own
mysulf beaten and the occasional fusclns-
tion which cesspansated for the mwore [re-
quent discomfort kopt mo in tho offlce.
But 4!l this wns befors the duy I was sont
to Interview ths wife and daughter of the
man who bhad juost disturbed socicty by
disuppearing from it.

Mr, Grey, so i&¢ had been lenrned from
tho notices concerning hia disappearance,
had ono evening after dinner gone out for
a stroll around the block. He had nover
pome back, Ills famlly was of course
prostrated after the manner of familiea on
such sad ocenslons.

The family
had retired from publie lffe and denied
themsclvea to every one, consequently
my chances for an Interview with Mra
Groy did not sce hopeful, but tho clty ed-
itor's air of granting me the opportunity
1 had been longing for made me loath to
admit my fears,

Itook the train for the Greys' —they
lived a little way out of town-—and pre-
pared myself to meet the servants’ scorn
and the other attendant evils of such an
assignment. The coach was an ordinary
one, and there were several laboring men
in it, evidently traveling to some suburb
where they were to work upon the roads,
{for they carried plcknxes and shovela

There eat opposite me and slightly for-
ward a pecullsr type of man to whom]
found my gaze wandering every few min-
utes. Ilis iron gray hair was thick and
very unevenly ous. His fuce was covered
with a stubbly growth of gray beard. He
looked unwaa{eﬂ. unkempt and genecrally
unpleasant. His blue overalls were staln-
gd with red clay and his red flannel shirt
opened at the front In a way that revealed
anything but a beautiful neok, burned
and blistered. But the man's twitching
lipsand convulsive movements of the jawi
attracted my attention, and his decp ses,
gteely blue eyes that burned in cavernous
sockets fasolnated mo. He did not talk to
tho other men, bu, « ¢ with his head sunk
upon his breast, oni; w~asionally ralsing
It to cast a look about L.i.  He, with the
other laliorers, left tho traic. Torestville,
where the Greys lived, and 1 soon saw
them, under the dircction of a foreman,
assigned to make various road repairs,

Of course Mrs. Grey would not see ma.
I sat in the library while the servant took
my card to her, for there were other callers
in tho drawing room. Over the mantal
hung a plcture, presumably Mrs. Grey,
done in oll. She was as beautiful asa
cameo and as hard. Opposite har was the

portralt of a clean shaven map, with flne
fron gray hair brushed off hia forehead—a
more plebeian cast of countenance, but
strong and interesting.
